SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick entitled Killer Cum Shots #3 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video slickcontains numerous sexually explicit photographic images, almost 
exclusively depicting women with semen over their faces. The images are presented 
in a manner intended to be sexually arousing to male viewers. Text on the slickalso 
makes reference to ejaculation over women's faces. 

The high extent and degree to which the publication depicts sexual conduct of a 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature, as well as the high extent and 
degree to which the publication degrades, dehumanises and demeans women, is such 
that its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, 
given the high extent and degree of the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
elements in this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
